Radio as a National Asset. 
By Lord RATHCREEDAN. 


{Lord Retheréedan was formerly Assistant 
Postmuster-General, and 
the Post Ofice di 
erat sages of

EFORE the radio was. little 
more than an aid to mariners, 
Passenger ships in most civilised countries. 
were bound by law to. carry. wirpless 
apparatus, and this regulation undoubted'y, 
helped to foster the industry, although 
it could not; be said that wireless w 
of very great importance 
asset to the nation. At that time, the 
number of firms manufacturing wireless 
apparatus was very small and, as far as 1 
know, hardly one of them mustered more 
than fifty employees. To-day, in England 
alone hundreds of companies are turning 
‘out radio receiving apparatus in amazing 
‘quantities, while many of the largest firms 
number their employees by thousands, 
although broadcasting has only just 
celebrated its third birthday !

Before any «new invention or process 
Iias: become one of the staple industries 
of this country, a long timd has usually 
elapsed. Everything new is Tooked upon 
as a “fad” until its worth is proved. 
‘Time alone decides its value. I remember 
the development of the telephone in this, 
country, and. recall the many years of 
patient ‘research and toil which pi 
fore those simple: beginnings sew into 
the present gigantic system. But radio 
is becoming an industrial asset of first 
rate importance in Jess time than any

Voices and Brick Walls. 


By Lionel Logue, 


THE shove title may bo » Tite po 
a, at the first glance, there seems, very 
Tittle analogy between such a beantifal thing 43 
tho trained speaking voice aud such prosaic 
things as brick walle 

Do not think that itis like the curate's riddles 
“What is that which has lega—creeps sp walls, 
‘carries its house on its hack—and harks like a 
dog ?” the answer being “a snail” 

But when it was pointed out to the curate 
‘that a snail does not bark like a dog, he replied 
that ho tad put that in himself to make tho 
riddle harder 

Do You Breathe Correctly ? 

Now, in this instance, tho brick walls are not 
mentioned to make it harder ; but rather that 
you may realize that they are thero when the 
following courses are open to you 

‘You may go over them ; walk around them ; 
or, better still, avoid them altogether. 

‘e-scems almost incredible that auch a natural 
thing + good speech should be 20 very often 
produced in such an unnatural way. 1f you ask 
Any recognized teachers of voice production how 
many of their students breathe correctly, yo 
‘Will bo astounded atthe reply. Lam certain tbat 
itil nat be one per eent,; therefore, we come 
to oar frst Inick wall—Defretive Breathing. 

We can safely ony that this is the main defect 
of those who have to become ficient swith the 
voice—therefore, ‘the way to avoid the frst 
brick wall is to Twreatle vorrectly. 

Hard to Listen To. 

‘Look around you and fisten £0 the voices you 
Ihear—hoarse, rough, indistinct, and amost un- 
musical, ‘They can all bo put ia the same 
category as the performance of friend of tui 
who was a brillant pianist, and whose work 
‘once tool him to a railway construction sain. 
‘At the local hotel, one Satuday evening, ho 
Played the usual jazz and popolar melodies, At 
length, one of his friends asked him to, play 
something good and, being in an artistic mood, 
he responded with one of Chopin's Ballads, 
Finishing, he sat for s moment and there was 
a Jong pase, “Finally, along, lanky platelayer, 
who had listened impassivels, said 

“Sag, mate, is that hard to play. 

‘My friend seplied: ~ Yes, very. hard 1” 

|, you can take my word, ifs harder 
to listen to!” So with untrained ‘voices, they 
fare, indeed, hard to Tisten to, and tho’ well- 
modulated, sweet-toned voice ia the exception, 
and not, a4 it xhoald be, the rule. 

‘The secon hick wall we come tos : Defective 
‘Voive Production. 

lle That Follow. 

Even after tho bresthing is conquered, the 
‘voice can be spoilt in production, that ia, being 
taken through the voeal ligamenta in an in- 
correct way. The ills that: follow bad voice 
production are very great—the harsh, ummusical 
‘Yoice which eo alten curries with it a perpetual 
sore-throat—the voices that aro too high, and 
top low—the. voice that is perpetually husky, 
tnd it is possible to produce a voice so int 
correctly a2 to produce aphonia—that peouliae 
stato of only wing able to speak in a whisper 
‘and in some sevoro cases not being uble to speak 
at all. ‘This is cansed yy tho vocal Tigaments 
going owt of action, or, as it ie generally called, 
nat vocalizing. 

‘The work of coaxing tho voice beck under 


‘these conditions is mort fascinating, and tho 
reward of hearing in a few weeks a well- 
nedulated voive where, before, there ‘eae only 
‘faint whisper, is gratifying to both patient and 
specialist,

I know of nothing which 
‘will build "so ago a “brick wall” es this 
defect; the only consolation being tat, with 
hhurd work upon the part of the stdout it ean 
now be cured ia about three mouths; but the 
jgnoranco that ‘a chown under this’ lead is 
appalling.
